Village to OK contract for depot

. AhUoch trustees are expected 
tcL-award a contract Monday night 
to a general contractor to begin 
work for the new commuter train 
station. " 

;. The,, Metra commuter line, 
dubbed "UoTXh Central Service," 
will run from Antioch to down- 
tovm Ghicago-wlth a number of 
other Lake County stops includ- 
ing Lake \nUa,' Round Lake Beach, 
Libertyvillciv -> Miindelein and 
Vernon Hills. 

While Thelen Sand and.Gravel 
crews have already begun work 
on the parking lot, village officials 
were still trying to negotiate a 
deal with a contractor to keep the 
depot under budget. 

"I'm going to meet with one 
more contractor," noted Village 
"Administrator Tim Wells. He-was 
expected to meet with the con- 
tractor Thursday in order to pre- 
sent a proposal to the board 
Monday. 

Trustees and officials became 
alarmed when bids for the depot 



came in well over the $250,000 
budgeted for the project. 
Competitive bids ranged from 
$32O;6O0 to $396,000. 

Trustees voted to give Wells 
special authority to waive the 
competitive bid process aiid to 
riegotiate with contractors him- 
self to lowervthe cost, of this pio- 
ject. His early' indications" still 
suggest that the final bid will be 
"substantially less" than the orig- 
inal bids and "significantly less" 
than budgeted. ■ ■■- • ^ ;:: ; . 

"We're still within the sanie 
ball park," said Wells, who would 
not release before Monday the 
two competing bids still on the 
.table. ' 

As a cost-cutting measure, vil- 
lage officials re-designed portions 
of the depot. The rie\y design 



eliminates two side wings and a 
possible community room, but it 
adds a basement for storage. 

"I think it's going to look 
nice," said Wells. An artist's ren- 
dering will also be available 
Monday night. • 

Although optimistic about • 
keeping the depot under budget 
and possibly saving the village 
thousands of dollars, Wells would 
.not elaborate whether the depot 
Wpuld be completed in ^me for 
: Metra's offlcla\ rlbbon-cuuing , 
ceremonies Aug. 18. Construction 
of the depot could last between 
60 and 90 days, depending on the 
weather. 

Antioch will host the grand 
opening ceremony. Commuter 
service will begin the morning 
Aug. 19.

Lake Villa Zoning Board con- 
tinued the meeting for a pro- 
posed subdivision on property 
north of Grass Lake Road. 

The Ender plan calls for 121 
units on a 60-acre parcel. The 
parcel is directly north of the 
Painted Lakes subdivision and 
Grass Lake Road. Approximately 
20 acres of the site is in Lake Villa 
Township and 40 acres is in 
Antioch Township. ' 

"We were concerned with the 
zoning in theareas surrotmding the 
parcel," said Chaiiman Jerry Coia. 

Coia added several residents 
from adjacent areas and Antioch 
township attended the meeting. 

"They were concerned with 
possible flooding and runoff 
problems," Coia said. 

The board wants to clarify the 
zoning for the area and the isur- 
rounding areas. 

Rick Ender, the developer; is 
proposing oiily one access, which 
would directly line up with a road 
from Painted Lakes. 

The board Is considering the 
zoning at this time. Issues relat- 
ing to engineering and flood con- 
trol will be.discussed later. 



Residents in the Loon Lake 
subdivision west of the parcel 
have signed a petition objecting 
. to the plan. The petition was 
started by the Loon Lake 
Management Association. 

Cola added one of the resi- 
dents at the meeting was interest- 

• ed in having the village annex her 
property. 

Coia said Ender Is seeking 
Suburban Residential-2 (SR2) 
zoning. The zoning requires all 
single-family homes and a total of 
V40 percent open space. Many of 
the newer subdlvislohs haye' this 
zoning such as'. Winddance 
Valley, Savanna Springs, arid por- 
tions of Painted Lakes. 

* The zoning for the site would 
allow 134 honies.Tlie parcel is yet 
to be annexed into the village. 

■ Ender came to Lake VDla first 
. because of access to sewer and 

water. 

The Village Board didn t 
express any major objections 
when it was first discussed about 
two months ago. 

The Zoning.Board will receive 
additional hiformation from the 
village planner , and will «iiscuss 
the issue again at the July 11 
meeting.

Owners of the company also 
own the lO-aae parcel and hope to 
sell the remaining parcel to another 
business. 

Despite already beginning con- 
struction work, Meyer 
Manufacturing urged the board to 
waive building fees. 

Jim Meyer, president of the 
company, said he could have 
moved his business to another site 
In Lake Villa or Genoa Qty, Wis., 
thus taking tax dollars out of 
Antioch.' 

Trustees grappled whether to 
waive ah approxiinate $3,000 build- 



ing fee for Meyer Manufacturing; 

"It fits in Une with our goals of 
helping businesses that are already 
here stay here rather than them 
going to other places," said 
Shineflug, who supported waiving 
the fee. She said the tax dollars the 
company vnll generate for the village 
would far exceed the building fee. 

Trustees Marvin Oldenburger 
and Wayne Foresta opposed waiving 
the building fee for different reasons. 

Oldenburger suggested using the 
fee as an Incentive to encourage 
Meyer to attract another business to 
occupy the site before waiving tlie 
fee. , 

Foresta suggested using the 
fee as leverage to prevent the 
company from dividing the exist- 
ing site further. 

Trustee Mary Lou Weber 
explained her support for waiving 
the fee by advertising. "If any other 
business wants to build their busi- 
ness in Antioch, I will consider 
waiving building fees."

Between the pool at Williams 
Park in Antioch and three sand 
volleyball courts to be construct- 
ed at Antioch Community High 
School, both the village and the 
high school are illustrating a spir- 
it of cooperation. 

For the second consecutive 
year, ACHS physical education 
students will head to Williams 
Park next September with swim- 
ming towels wrapped around 
their necks as the village extends 
the season of the pool for ACI-IS 
gym classes. 

In the meantime, the school 
intends to build three sand vol- 
leyball courts on the school 
grounds which will be open for 
student use as well as for commu- 
nity use. 

"It's another example of the 
school and the community work- 
ing together. It's really been a team 
effort," said Steve Wapon, who 
heads the PE Department at ACHS. 

Antioch trustees recently 



approved extending the pool sea- 
son for ACHS gym classes for the 
first three weeks of September 
following the Labor Day holiday 
when the pool normally closes. 

ACHS is one of three schools 
in the eight-school North 
Suburban Conference without an 
indoor pool. 

Although the Williams Park 
pool is an outdoor pool, Wapon 
said it is ideal for teaching the 
basics of swimming as part of the 
physical education program. 

"It was a really good experi- 
ence last year," Wapon said. "It 
allows us to come up with ways to 
teach swimming when we don't 
have a pool." 

The three-week unit offers 
seven levels of swimming to meet 
the level of the student. Students 
learn everything from basic 
swimming and diving to helping 
some students gain their certifi- 
cation to become life guards. 

"It's a great opportunity for 
the kids, and it fits well with our 
philosophy of teaching life-long 



sports," Wapon said. He said the 
PE Department has taken strides 
to teach sports that are useful 
when students become adults. 

Wapon noted that the PE 
Department has acquired 75 sets 
of cross county skis to teach next 
winter as another example of 
teaching life-long sports. 

While the village allows the 
high school to use the pool, the 
high school will extend the favor 
by opening its three sand volley- 
ball courts to the public. 

Wapon said the volleyball 
courts will be open for the 
Antioch Parks and Recreation 
Department to use for program- 
ming during the summer. Local 
volleyball leagues may also use 
the courts. 

"There's a lot of interest in 
outside volleyball," said Wapon. 
The volleyball courts will be 
located at the southwestern edge 
of the fields parallel to the rail- 
road tracks. Wapon said the 
courts should be completed in 
time for next fall.

She was transported to Waukegan police 
where she vyas wanted on a warrant for aggravated 
assault. 

Gurnee Police Chief ^Robert Jones said the 
woman was transported to St. Therese Medical 
Center for observation after she was distraught, 

"We took away any means she would have had to 
harm herself," Jones said. - ■ 

Jones said all department policies were followed. 



Cunningham took the normal break for lunch at 
the jail. . ;^, . 

"She was found hanging by her uniform from a 
sprinkler system. There was nothing we could do/' 
Larry Lesza, jail superintendent, said. 

Xesza said the medical and mental health checks 
were routine In nature and personnel had no indica- 
tion that she was suicidal. 

The last successful suicide at the Waukegan jail, 
which houses 400 inmates, was in 1991vThe individ- 
ual died in a hospital 12 hours after the attempted

"It is an excellent record for a jail this size. Others 
have two or three attempts a year," hesaid.

There was clamor. There was glamour. There 
was Dl-hard" adulation from fans of all ages who 
screamed, "We love you, Dlanal" when they caught 
sight of Her Royal Highness, the Princess of Wales, 
during her three-day visit to Chicago and Evanston. 

The tall, graceful princess, who will be 34 on July

Warner .figures the study will 
take about a year to complete, in 
which FEMA (Federal Emergency 
Management Agency) will hope- 
jfully'give it a.stamp of approval. 
However the county will be using 
data from the study even before 



that, said Warner. 

Lake County board member 
Larry Leafialad agrees the study is 
important. 

"This is a highly protected 
area and it is critical to the lakes, 
especially Long Lake," said 
Leaflalad. 

Leafblad said the new map , 
will be helRful to developers arid 
officials alike. He explained the 
only current ' available maps of 
the floodplain were drawn years 
ago, and since that time part of 
the area has. been Tilled in by 
unkiiowing residents. 

"People used to call [wet- 
lands] 'swamps' and would fill 
them in \vith clay," said Leafblad.

Critics of the way Illinois funds public education should be 
" silenced, at least for the time being, with enactment of the 
Quality First Initiative for Schools. The edict adopted by the 
General Assembly is a step, albeit it a fairly small step, in pro- 
viding more funds for education.. 

The legislation Is a shift in the school aid formula by increas- 
' Ing the weighting ofaverage daily attendance. The funding 
change is skewed in favor of suburban schools where growing 
enrollments are the norm, not the exception as in many parts 
of the state. 

House Majority Leader Bob Churchill (R-Lake Villa) views the 
change In landmark proportions since local schools will receive 
more state aid beginning July 1 than before, a first for him dur- 
ing his many years as a state representative. While the 
Increased aid might be more of a "speed bump" than a major 
step, there is a glimmer of reality tliat Republican leadership no 
longer Is focusing on reliance of real estate taxes for keeping 
school doors here and elsewhere open. 

Quality First also is opening die door to greater accountlbillty 
on the part of die educational system through provisions for 
additional tesUng and establishment of new standards. This, in 
our mind, is as important or moreso than the step-up in state 
funding. Quality First, indeed, may be a crack in the door to 
public school reform as resisted so vehemently by the educa- 
tional establishment and the teachers union.

That has been the inspiration for the Grainger Woods 
Conservation Preserve, a preserve of natural prairies which 
through grass roots efforts by area residents, government 
ofTicials and corporate representatives has become a nation- 
al model of conservation development — tying land devel- 
opment to conservation goals. 

The nation got, a peek at tlie 525-acre site, which has 
weathered a storm of controversy, when park district leaders 
visited the Grainger Woods Conservation Preserve in 
Mettawa. Grainger's conservation plan places more than 
300 acres into permanent open space, including tlie 257- 
acre preserve. 

The preserve was a featured spot during the Special Park 
Districts Forum hosted by the Lake County Forest Preserve 
and co-sponsored by W. W. Grainger. More than 250 elected 
ofRcials and parks professionals visited the site as part of the 
four-day symposium. 

"The forum provides an opportunity for us to showcase 
the things that make Lake County Forest Preserves excep-: 
tional," said Jim LaBelle, Lake County forest preserves pres- 
ident. "Particularly, preservation and restoration of pristine 
natural areas, incorporating natural plant life in recreation- 
al sites and fostering strong public-private partnerships — a 
:key means to providing improved services and facilities with 
fewer tax dollars." 

Grainger's plan for, a conservation development evolved 



senior vice president, general counsel and secretary, stand- 
ing on the site which the company first began proceedings 
to acquire in 1988. "Open space advocates will do well to 
contact business developers early and encourage them to 
buy as much land as feasible, so that a development can best 
achieve conservation goals." 

It is spreading that message that Baisley says brought 
Grainger to work with the Lake County Forest Preserve oh 
conservation development land planning, so parks and con- 
servation leaders nationwide may capitalize on similar 
opportunities to preserve open space and Improve environ- 
mental quality, while providing sfgnlfl- ^ ^ 
cant economic benefits to residents in 
their home states. 

"Grainger wants to work to^advance the 
concept of cbriservation developriient,'* 
said Baisley. "There is still so much of 
Lake County which is urideveloped and 
this concept Is something that can be of 
great benefit to the people of Lake 
County. " 

Baisley said Grainger's land use plan 
proves that "conservation" does not 
mean "no growth" and the interest of 
conservation should not requure a hostil- 
ity to development, rather, conservation 
means to use but at same time to protect 
our natural resources. Conservation 
development, land planning allows the 
interest of conservation and business 
interest inherent in development to 
corne together in a manner that results in 
great public benefit.

The Grand Ole Opry: 
A Childhood Dream

As a child in the 50's, my first "build it yoursclT project was a crystal radio. 
Late on Saturday nights, long after t was supposed to be sleeping, I would tunc in 
WLS on that radio and listen to the Grand 01c Opry. (That was when WLS was 
known as the "Bam Dance Station.") 1 would dream of being at the Opry and 
seeing, in person, The Stars of Country whose voices 1 faintly heard through the 
earphone of my home-built radio. Last Saturday, that dream came true. 

After closing the agency, I caught an afternoon fiighl to Nashville. My fiight 
got in about 5 p.m. That gave me just enough time to check into my hotel and head 
up to the Opry to catch the 6:30 p.m. show. 

Scats arc assigned by the dale of request, either by phone or by mail. I request 
mine about a month in advance and was lucky enough to get front row in the first 
balcony. Tickets cost from $1 1 to S 15 and can be ordered by calling 615-889-3060, 
They will be held for you at the box ofTicc. 

Many of the voices 1 heard on my crystal set in the fifties came to life for me 
that Saturday. The 2-1/2 hour show included Jim Ed Brown, Skcetcr Davis. Porter 
Wagoner, Jeanne Pruclt, Ray Pillow, Jerry Glower, Stonewall Jackson, The 
Carlislcs, Hank Snow and even Brother Oswald, just to name a few of the old-timers. 
Newer talent included the Ukes of Enunylou Harris and a group called the 4 Guys. 

The next day I drove into town and saw the Ryman Auditorium, the original 
home of the Opry. I got to the Country Music Hall of Fame loo late, so 1*11 save that 
for another trip. I did drive out of town to "gawk" at the homes of the stars. Minnie 
Pearl had a fabulous estate right next door to the Governor, Tammy Wynctte's place 
was really sorncihing, too. 1 couldn't get a good view of Johnny Cash's house on the 
river. Little Jimmy Dickens' one-story ranch was a bit modest. 

I stayed at a newer hotel called the Club House Inn. The location was great, 
since it's right near the airport and just south of the Opry. They have great weekend 
rates which include a free full buffet breakfast.

A home. It's probably an. indiyidual's most valu- 
ab^e-^and valued— investment. Home ownership 
provides indisputable, long-term, financial advan- 
tages.

Since a home is so significant, every homeowner 
is generally well aware of the importance of niain- 
taining that investment. Yet, it's stIH very easy for 
any one of us to make the most common home 
improverrient mistake. That mistake?'Sinking all-of 
our dollars into projects that offer immediate 
rewards by enhancing the Interior look, feel, style 
and entertainment attributes of pur home — and for- 
getting the- exterior.

part of his home. 

"My family and I waited a long time to have this 
house," begins Pathmann, pointing to his spacious, 
elegant residence in the Timber Creek subdivision 
of North Barrington. "My brother custom designed 
the house, but I worked very closely with him — 
making decisions on every little detail and element 
along the way. 

"When it came time to select the roof," he pro- 
ceeds. "I knew there were basically two choices — 
asphalt or cedar; I was aware that an asphalt roof 
would last about 20 years; By that time, the tar jn it 
would dry out and become brittle. The sand in it 
would 'erode. And, the roof would need replacing. 

"I also knew that a cedar roof could last up to 50 



years and would actually add to the value of our 
home. The choice seemed obvious," he concluded. 

The problem, at the time, was that although 
Pathmann works In the home repair and mainte- 
nance industry, he had a misconception that's com- 
mon among homeowners in the Midwest. 

"Cedar roofs have been around forever on the 
East and West Coasts," says Mike Catalanello, 
owner of Cedar Preservation Specialists— the largest 
company in the Chicagoland area to offer com- 
plete, cedar roof and deck maintenance service. "In 
comparison though, they are relatively new to our 
area and our climate. Thus, so is the information on 
caring for them. 

"People on the coasts know that regular preser- 
vation is 
essential for 
a cedar roof 
to last," he 
continues. 
"However, 

many people in our area are not told this when 
their cedar roof is installed." 

Pathmann concurs. "It was not until after my

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roof was installed that I learned about 
how to care for the cedar. When we 
chose our cedar roof, we knew we 
were getting a roof that was highly 
.durable, offered excellent insulation 
properties, and would 
reflect the superior con- 
struction used throughout 
our home. We did not 
know we could lose all of 
that within 15 years if we 
did not have the cedar 
treated regularly." 

Why does a cedar roof 
need preventative mainte- 
nance? Rart of the prob- 
lem has to do with how 
they are installed. 

Catalanelio explains: "We all know 
wood needs to breathe. For a cedar 
roof to breathe, there should be nothing 
above or below the cedar. That would 
mean you could go Into your attic, look 
up, and see the cedar shakes or shin- 
gles/' he resolves. "However, most 
cedar roofs are built on plywood and 
tar paper In order to get the roofs up 
faster, easier, and with lower labor 
costs. However, the tar paper and ply- 
wood almost suffocate the cedar. 
"Thus, maintenance is partially 
needed simply because of the lack of 
proper ventilation for the wood. 
Additionally, "Catalanelio continues^

means the wood is thinner and simply

"Unfortunately," he adds, "to com- 
pensate for the lack of availability of 
the highest quality timber, the grading 
standards have had to be relaxed. That 
means more defects are now 
allowed in the cedar."

Rathmann, "Our climate is 
extremely hard on the cedar 
itself."

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ed. What's the cost for that and how 
does it compare to the cost of neglect- 
ing the roof and having It replaced in 
those 15 years? 

Murray responds by explaining that 
the cost for materials alone to replace a 
3yOOO square foot cedar roof could be 
about $15,000. Depending on the 
company, with labor, that total might 
reach $25,000 to $35,000. 

Catalanello says that while different 
factors in relation to the roof itself 
affect his company's estimates, the 
average cost for maintenance service 
on a 3,000 square foot cedar roof . 
would range from $1,350 to $1,750. 

Finally, Catalanello shared the steps 
involved in what he would consider 
good, cedar roof maintenance and 
some tips on what you should expect 
from a company you choose to pre- 
serve your roof. 

1 . The roof must be cleaned first. 
Make certain the company doing 

your cedar roof preserva- 

tion~^is not going to "start" - 

the job by "preserving" . 

the roof. Like any other 

maintenance project, this j, 

one is preceded by an - 

array of preliminary steps 

that should all be com-. 

pleted before the preserva- 
tive is applied. Cleaning 

leaves, twigs, moss, or 

fungus off the roof is— of 

course — the critical first 

step with this job. In cases 

where excessive'moss or fungus have 

grown on the roof, the entire surface 

should be power-washed. 

2. Stressed shakes or shingles should: 

get attention. 

What good is a fresh finish on 




cracked, loose or otherwise damaged 
shakes or shingles? Even if your roof 
has the best care, it's still nornial to find 
some cedar shakes or shingles that 
need repair or replacement, and some

parts of your roof, intersect 
at an angle is known as a 
valjey. Since valleys are 
generally filled with galva- 
nized steel'or aluminum 
flashing, they are very sus- 
ceptible to rust. Thus, before 
the cedar.is preserved, all - 
exposed valleys should be 
brushed with a rust-preven- 
tive primer. Additionally, the 
edges of the flashing and 
seal around skylights should be re- 
caulked where needed to prevent leaks. 
4. When your roof is sprayed, make 
sure that is all that gets sprayed. 

There Is one more tedious-but cru- 
cial-step a company should take before 



doing any spraying. They must cover 
and protect any parts of your sidewalks, 
patio, deck or landscaping that could 
be hit by the spray. 

5. Inquire about the characteristics 



of the preservative Itself. 

Like anything else, preservatives are 
available in a wide variety of classes;. 
Here are some things to look for: First,

Thus, the preservative must be breath- 
able; Next, since the natural elements 
of sunlight and moisture can do the 
greatest damage to your cedar roof, 
insist on a preservative 
that gives ultraviolet pro- 
tection and Is water-repel- 
lent. Additionally, there 
are environmentally-safe 
preservatives on the mar- 
ket. So, you can also spec- 
ify that a nature-friendly 
product be used. Make 
sure the maintenance 
company will power spray 
the preservative on the 
rooUor the ultimate cov- 
erage.

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Choosing right window, need not be a pane 



Although window problems are usu- 
ally thought about during cold months, 
few realize that windows can be a 
drain on your pocketbook year round 
when it comes to energy loss. 

NARI, The National Assn. of 
Remodeling Industry, offers some tips 
to consider. 

Today, there are basically two types 
of windows you can choose for your 
home, wood and vinyl. Wood win- 
dows still dominate the market due to 
' the majority of them being sold in new 
construction. With few exception, 
wood windows come in stock sizes In 
various size increments. In new con- 
struction, stock sizes do not pose a 
problem since you build the house 
around the windows. Windows are 
available In custom made sizes, 
although this will add substantially to 
your cost. 

If you are looking for a wood interi- 
or, you should have no problem find- 
ing exactly what you need. Interiors 
can either be stained or painted to 
match your present interior needs. The 
exterior of most wood windows come 
with either vinyl or aluminum coil or 
extruded aluminum. These exteriors 
come in various colors depending on 
the exterior cap. Wood windows are 
frequently used for remodeling and 
work will when the new window fits 
the existing opening. If you are unable 
to match the existing opening you can 
make the opening a bit larger, or the 
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manufacturer will provide fillers to 
make up the exterior gap and larger 
interior casing can be used on the fnte 
rior. 

The late 60's to the present brought 
the advent of the vinyl replacement 
window. The replacement window Is 
made to fit into your existing window 
■frame and fit where the old sashes 
used to ride. The vinyl win 
dow is custom made and 
since they go Into your 
existing frames they 
require less Installation 
time, however, sirice they 
fit into your existing frames 
they will cut your oaylight 
opening fractionally due to 
the added frame. Vinyl Is 
sold mainly in the remod- 
eling business since they 
require an existing frame, 
however, they are becom- 
ing more popular for new construction 
as they can be made with a nailing fin. 
Vinyl windows for the most part are 
the same color inside and out, 
although most companies now offer a 
laminate wood grain to the inside that 
will help with matching some wood 
trims. Although the vinyl window 
frame can be one color, the installer 
can cap the old exterior frame with a 
contrasting color to give a different 
look. 

Beyond the basic components, the 
homeowner" will want to consider the 
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energy efficiency of their choice. Since 
the window, regardless of the manufac- 
turer is 90 percent glass, you will want 
to consider a high efficiency glass 
pack: Few windows today are sold 
without Insulated glass and these vary 
from one-half inch to one inch air- 
space and can be double or triple 
pane. Most companies offer LOW-E 
„ ... . -.-^v.. glass and argon fll led Insu- 
lated glass packs which sub- 
stantially increase the R val- 
ues to the glass. Heat Mirror 
Is coming on fast with grow- 
ing acceptance for even 
more efficiency. Naturally, 
the product you choose 
should fit your pocket book 
.and you should be able to 
realize a paycheck in a rea- 
sonable amount of time. 
Much data is available to 
explain the way to under- 
stand the ratings of the various glass 
types and you must research this to 
insure knowing what you are getting 
for your money and most manufactur- 
ers make this available fr^e of charge. 
Once you have chosen the product 
line, you will want to give some 
thought to a "new look" for your 
home. It is fine to merely replace the 
windows with the same style, however, 
often times the addition of a bow or a 
bay window will give that added "curb 
appeal" that may pay dividends at the 
time you sell your home. Garden win-, 




dows have been coming on strong as 
alternatives to that window over tne 
sink or in the dinette. These windows 
not only add depth to the room, but 
also needed light,, 

Eyebrows, half rounds, circle tops, 
octagons, etc., although more expensive 
can transform an otherwise gtandard 
window installation to a real fashion 
statement. Look at your home and try to 
think of ways to add to your home's 
look! A round or octagon window in the 
attic of a frorit gable can be a sensible 
decision even though you will not use 
it. If you plan to be in your home for 
five years or more, a decision to pur- 
chase those unique products, although 
more expensive than the standard, will 
pay off in the long run if nothing else in 
your personal enjoyment.. A beautiful 
bow window can actually be consid- 
ered a quality piece of furniture to a 
room. Tastefully .done, the added invest- 
ment can possibly make the home more 
to your liking than many other more 
expensive alternatives.

This group of. plants needs little 
care. They are attractive in the winter 
and can stay as low as 12 inches or 
obtain heights of 10 feet or more. 
They change colors as the seasons, 
progress, can. be used in planters as 
well as water gardens, and some • 
varieties will. grow nicely in shaded 
areas. What iS' it? 

They are ornamental grasses! They 
need only be pruned back each 
spring, prefer moist soils and mature 
in five to six years. Their sha'pes 
•range from a strong vertical habit to 
arching or mounded.

Plantpots water from the roots up, 
autbmaiically combining the right 
amount of water and air to grow health- 
ier flowers and shrubs.

As the plant uses the moisture in the 
potting mix, water is drawn up from the 
waterwell to the plant's root system by 
capillary action.

The water level can be 
checked by looking through the same 
side opening or by dipping a finger into 
the waterwell. The well storage allows 
plants to go two to three weeks without 
attention saving time, water and your 
plants. 

In the case of rain, excess water 
seeps through the soil and is stored in 
the waterwell. Over-watering cannot 
occur because the f joor of the pot is de- 
signed to remain above the water level 
and the excess water is drained through 
the side opening. 

The ventilated floor ensures proper 
aeration, eliminating chances of root 
rot. the waterwell side opening is also, 
perfect for adding liquid fertilizers 
allowing direct access to plant's roots.

By planting lots of blue flowers you 
can create a feeling of coolness even in 
a full-suh garden. Lighter blues are bet- 
ter than dark blues. Those 95 degree 
days will just feel cooler in a garden 
with blue flowers. 

Blue tones can help widen or 
lengthen the look of a garden because 
blue secedes or falls back. Lots of blue 
flowers planted along the sides of a 
long, narrow garden will make it seem 
wider because blue "falls back" vi- 
sually. 

Because blue is'the first color to 
fade from sight as night falls, you may 
want to incorporate light colors into a 
blue border it there are areas you like 
to look at in the evening. Blue tones are 
found in petunias, blue salvia, 
lisianthus, ageratum and lobelia. 

If you are a very neat, tidy, precise 
person, then white is the color for you. 
We think of doctors in white coats 
because we associate white with 
cleanliness, orderliness and precision. 
Crisp flower beds of white will give 



your garden a well-plannedlook. 
Masses of white can be hard on the 
eyes though, so you may want to incor- 
porate other colors as well. White is 
also the last color to fade as nightfalls. 
If evening isthe only time you ihave to 
enjoy your garden because of work 
schedules, white flowers are a good 
choice because they can be seen and 
enjoyed as darkness falls. Annuals that 
deliver good white blooms include 
petunia, vinca, nicotiana, alyssum and 
irnpatiens. . '

Drinking and driving: a deadly mistake 



Summer, the season of baseball games, 
picnics, boating and beer. Many people think 
nothing goes better with summer activity 
than a nice cold beer. But. the reality is, a 
refreshing drink can cost a life, or at least 
severely affect it. 

Each year more than 561,000 people are 
injured or killed by drunken drivers. The majori- 
ty of those accidents take place during the sum- 
mer months, according to George H. Ryan, 
Illinois Secretary of State. As you prepare for the 
excitement of summer, keep in mind that every 
31 minutes, someone is killed in an alcohol- 
related crash. 

How can you prevent being involved in such 
an accident? For starters, don't drink and drive, 
and don't ride with a driver who has been drink- 
ing. According to Deb Newman, director of 
chemical dependency programs at Victory 
Memorial Hospital, "The first step you can take to 
protect yourself is to arrange for a designated dri- 



ver. If you know you'll be taking part in an activi- 
ty that includes icohol, pre-arrange for one per-

son In your party to stay alcohol-free and drive." 
If you are unsure of whether or not a friend 
has had too much to drink to drive, Newman 
suggest checking for the following signs. "First, 
ask how much the person drank. The average 
person metabolizes one alcoholic drink per 
hour. However, this is not true for all individuals. 
Slurred speech, unsteady eye gaze, and impaired 
coordination are also good indicators that a per- 
son has had too much to drink," Newman said. 



Other subtle indicators include a change In 
behavior, attitude or mood. While you are out 
having a good time this summer, keep an eye on 
your friends. If you see one of them has had too 
much to drink and attempts to drive home, try 
and dissuade him/her. 

"Either offer the person a ride home or call a 
cab," Newman says. "Should the person refuse, 
tiy to explain that you are a concerned friend who 
cares about their well-being." If, after all your 
attempts, the person gets into the car anyway, 
call the authorities and prevent someone else 
from being Injured. Your call could save a life. 

Although summer is a time for relaxation and 
fun, it can also tiUTi deadly. If you think that you 
or someone you love has a problem witli alcohol, 
Victory Memorial Hospital can help.

New treatment battles deadly skin cancer 






Public awareness and 
early diagnosis effective 
weapons

Although health care experts and com- 
mon sense recommend caution and a sun- 
screen with a protection factor of at least 15, 
many disregard the warnings in a quest for a 
healthy looking tan. 

In the years to come, however, that tan 
may turn to wrinkles, or worse, produce 
malignant melanoma, the most-life-threat- 
ening form of skin cancer that claims thou- 
sands of victims each year. 

The trouble begins when exposure to the 
sun activates melanin, causing the skin to 
darken for protection. Melanin is produced 
by melanocytes, which instead may be trans- 
formed into cancer cells that multiply rapidly 
and produce melanoma. The Invasion may 
not be limited to areas exposed to the sun 
and may also spread to internal organs. 

More and more victims are those younger 
than 50. Malignant melanoma is now the 
most commonly occurring cancer In women 
between 25 and 29. 

Trauma center 
redesignated 

The Illinois Dept. of Public 
Health (IDPH) has awarded Lake 
Forest Hospital redesignation as 
a Level II Trauma Center. A trau- 
ma center is a hospital that with- 
in designated capabilities, pro- 
vides optimal care to trauma 
patients and participates in an 
approved emergency medical 
services system. , A level II 
Trauma Center is a hospital that 
has some essential services avail- 
able in-house, 24 hours a day, as' 
determined by the IDPH. 
According to Alice Allen, RN, 
Lake Forest Hospital's director of 
critical care, enriergency room 
and cardiac and respiratory ser- 
vices, the ■ hospital handled 
17,221 emergency cases in 1995. 
One hundred percent of Lake 
Forest Hospital's emergency 
room nurses are formally trained 
and certified in trauma care and 
100 percent are ACLS (Advanced 
Cardiac Life Support) certified. 
In addition, the hospital's emer- 
gency room physicians are all 
board certified by the American 
Board of Emergency Medicine. 



Traditional, treatment options include 
surgery, chemotherapy, and radiation. Now a 
drug called Intron® A has been approved for 
use along with surgery for patients facing a 
high probability of recurrence of the 
melanoma but no evidence of disease. A nat- 
urally occurring protein that protects healthy 
cells from viral infection and cancer, the 
interferon was first used in the treatment of 
hairy cell leukemia in 1986. 

"When the disease has spread to some 
local lyinph nodes they are fully removed, 
and the interon is used for a year," explained 
Dr. Jon Richards of the Department of 
Dermatology and Oncology at Lutheran 
General Hospital. "The dosage selected is the 
highest that can be tolerated for that period." 

Treatments are by intravenous injection 
five times a week for four weeks, then Injec- 
tions under the skin three times a week for up 
to four years. The only notable side effect 
reported by patients during a clinical study 
was a high degree of fatigue. The five-year 
survival rate increased significantly for 
patients being treated with Intron® A, 

"It's worthwhile for young people at a 
high risk who can tolerate the side effects," 
said Richards. "Some people feel like they 
can't get out of bed." 

Almost 40,000 new cases of malignant 



melanoma are expected to be diagnosed this 
year. The rate of increase in reported cases 
has grovm about 4 percent per year over the 
past 23 years, in spite of repeated waniings 
from the medical community. 

In addition to urging the use of high-rated 
sunscreen, health care professionals also 
warn against exposure to sun during the peak 
hours between noon and 4 p.m. and advise 
individuals to cover the skin and scalp with 
clothing and headgear. Although the use of 
tanning beds has not been proven to increase 
the Incidence of melanoma, Richards said it 
does increase the risk for developing other 
more treatable cancers. 

"The risk of> melanoma is increased by 
intense sun exposure during the first 20 years 
[of life]," he said. "That's water under the 
bridge for most of us." 

In things to watch for, doctors recom- 
mend the practice of "A-B-C-D" — 
j4symmetry, Border irregularity, Color varia- • 
tion, and Diameter greater than 5 millimeters 
(theeraserontheendofapencll>. ' 

"There has been a major push to improve 
the recognition of these warning signs," said 
Richards. "In Australia where they have the 
highest incidence of melanoma they are in the 
process of a public awareness campaign, and 
they have shown a decrease in the death rate."

Q: I have a problem with my car, a 
1 988, Dodge Aries that I bought new. 
It has.86,231 miles and air condition- 
ing. Until recentiy the car has per- 
formed perfectly, but now it seems to 
lose speed and literally dies in traffic, i 
tool< it to the dealer, but their cornput- 
er showed nothing to indicate trouble. 
I have had the car back to them three 
times since, but they can't find the 
problem, which is frustrating because 
the car simply will not start once it 
comes to a stop. Do you have any 
ideas what might be the problem with 
this car? — -Mary A. 

A. From your description, I suspect 
the catalytic converter might be 



plugged and needs to be serviced. 
When this occurs in an automobile, 
the first indication is.a slight loss of 
power, which escalates day by day as 
the automobile is continually driven. 
Sometimes the loss of power is so 
minute the driver hardly notices the 
difference until the car completely 
stops, as you are experiencing now. 
It's unfortunate the dealer did not iso- 
late the problem for you and make the 
necessary repairs. Try another Dodge 
or Chrysler dealer, or ask for the ser- 
vice department might look at your 
car a fresher attitude then th mechan- 
ics who have now seen your car sev- 
eral times. 



Q: I drive a 1990 FtISO six-cylinder 
pickup truck with 73/000 miles on it. 
After five to 1 minutes of running, 
the engine shakes and trembles when- 
ever I come to a stop sign and let the 
engine idle. When it' is revvecl past 
idle speed the engine runs great. 1 
have had the carburetor rebuilt by 
Ford mechanics and had the spark 
plugs and wires changed and even a 
fresh tune-up. Do you have any 
thought about what the problem might - 
be?-— Jim M. 

A. Sometinries the idle fuel mixture 
is.settoo lean.in order to meet Federal 
•emissions standards. It is a common 
trick used by garages to get older cars 



to pass emissions tests.. The engine is . 
set real lean for the test, but it runs 
bad. The test is passed and a quick 
trip back to the garage puts the engine 
back on a correct fuel mixture, t sus- 
pect your engine is too lean on idle, 
but not easy to enrich. 

In the "good ol' "days," Jim, there 
were idle adjustment screws on all 
vehicles so you or any mechanic 
could adjust your car for peak perfor- 
mance, mileage and longevity. But not 
anymore. Uncle Sam would just as 
soon do that for you by mandating 
standards for the auto manufacturers 
to achieve. The justification is usually

-OBD II (On Board Diagnostics II) 
has been on a few 1 994 model cars 
and even more 1995 models. Full 
phase-In of OBD II is expected by the 
1996 model year. What is OBD II? To 
answer this question we will look at 
the evolution of "On Board 
Diagnostics" (OBD), the benefits of 
OBD 11/ the Impact on the repair indus- 
try, the Impact on the consumer, and 
take a quick look at OBD III. 

On* board diagnostics is the ability 
of the cars on-board computer to moni- 
tor various functions, turn on a "check 
engine light" to notify the driver that a 
problem exists in the computer control 
system. The computer also may store a 
trouble code indicating what circuit 
was out of parameters. 

On Board Diagnostics 

OBD was first Introduced in 1980 
and continued through the 1987 model 
year. There were no published.stan- 
dards for OBD so it was at the discre- 
tion of the vehicle manufacturers as to: 

1. What parameters were monitored. 

2. What the test connector looked 
like and where it is mounted. 

3. What trouble codes were stored in 
the computer. 

4. What trouble codes were assigned 
to what parameter. 

5. Whether or not the car had a 
"check engine light". 

OBD I 

OBD I was required on 1988 mod- 
els in Caiifomia. The California Air • 
Resource Board (CARB) published 
requirements for OBD I which are: 



1 . Requires monitoring of the oxygen 
sensor, EGR system, fuel delivery 
system and the computer. 

2. Requires "check engine light" to 
illuminate when a monitored emis- 
sion component fails. 

3. Requires "check engine light" to be 
on only as long as the fault exists. 

4. Requires a diagnostic trouble code 
for the concern that illuminates the 
"check engine light" be stored in 
the computer. 

By the 1990 model year the EPA 
had required that all the federal cars 
(non-California) be equipped with 
OBD I. With the passage of the 1990 
Clean Air Act Amendment which man- 
dates tougher emission standards and 
enhanced emission inspections comes 
OBD II. 

OBD If 

Once again the California Air 
Resource Board set the standards for 
OBD II that have greatly enhanced the 
computers ability to monitor the emis- 
sions of the vehicle. The requirements 
for OBD II are as follows: 

1 , Improved monitoring of the oxygen* 
sensor. 

2, Improved monitoring of the EGR 
system. 

3, Improved monitoring of the fuel 
system. 

4, Monitor the efficiency of the cat- 
alytic converter. 

5, Monitor engine misfire. 

6, Monitor evaporative system. 

7, Monitor secondary air injection 
system.

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What used to be called the "check 
engine light" is now called the mal- 
function Indicator lamp or MIL. The 
following standards of operation are 
defined for the MIL: 

1 . MIL is required to illuminate when 
emissions exceed 50% of federal 
standards. 

2. MIL is required to Illuminate when 
a monitored system is slightly out 
of specifications, and if allowed to 
persist will cause emissions to 
exceed standards by 50%. 

3. . MIL is required to flash when the 

misfire monitor detects enough 
misfire to damage the catalytic 
converter. 

4. MIL is required to illuminate if a 
fault is detected during two con- 
secutive trips. 

5. MIL is required to stay on until 
there are three consecutive trips 
without the faultTeoccurrlng. 

trip 

OBD II standards require that moni- 
tored areas be checked once each trip, 
and the checking process must not be 
noticeable to the driver. A trip is 
defined as meeting the following 
requirements: 

1 . At engine start-up the coolant 

temperature must be below16Q 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

2. Driven long enoug h to raise the 

coolant temperature at least 40 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

3. Enough time has elapsed to al- 

low the computer to check all 
monitored systems. 

Standardization 

OBD II brings us some standard- 
ization long needed in this industry. 
For example.iall the trouble codes for 
the monitored systems will be the same 
for' vehicle manufacturers. The test 
connector now called the Data 
Communication Link {DCL) Is the same 
for all cars and located in approximate- 
ly the same location. This standardiza- 
tion will allow one scan tool and one 
connector to work on al! cars with 
OBD II. There, is also language in the . 
Clean Air Act Amendment that states 
that the same information that is made 
available to dealership technicians 
must be made available to the after- 
market repair industry. . 



Impact on the Repair Industry 

I see the impact as being positive ■ 
to the repair industry. An on board 
diagnostic system that mbni|prs more 
areas with more detail should certainly 
be very helpful in diagnosing problems, 
particularly those that relate to an 
IM240 failuris. Standardized frouble " 
codes are a plus as. is a standardized 
test connector in a common location. 
One scan topl'that works oh alt cars is 
a plusas welL 

With aftermarket companies like 
BWp having access to the same train- 
ing information that the dealerships 
have, will allow aftermarket training 
programs to be as up-to-date as factory 
training. 

Impact on tHe Consumer 

The consumer should benefit 
because of the very accurate^dlagnostic 
capability of OBD II. It should take the 
technician less time to diagnose and 
repair driveability and emission prob- 
lems, saving money on the cost of 
repairs. 

On the other side of the coin, parts 
that used to be replaced only when 
they failed may become part of 
required factory maintenahce sched- 
ules that require periodic replacement 
to make certain that the'MIL does not 
come on as thecar ages. 

The bottom line is that everybody 
benefits from cleaner air as more and 
more cars bit the road with OBD II. 

Future of OBD 

If you have seen an IndyCar race 
on TV, and have seen things displayed 
on the screen when the carhera is look- 
ing over a driver's shoulder like mile 
per hour, RPM, throttle angle, and 
what gear the car is in, then you have- 
seen OBD Ml technology demonstrated. 
A remote emission inspection location, 

' using a transponder will be able to 
interrogate your car's corriputer to see 

, if it is in compliance with emission 
standards. 

When enough cars on the road 
have OBD 111 the need for emissions 
testing as we know it today will no 
longer be necessary. 

It looks like Star Wars technology 
has taken over the automobile. With a 
name like OBD II it sure fits other Star 
Wars technology like C3PO and R2D2. 
May the force.be with you.

Honda had sent 
out a service bulletin advising owners 
with my problem to replace the pump 
with one that had a blue or red dot 
rather than a while one, which were the 
recalls. I discovered this in Michigan; 



the dealer in New York know nothing 
of the recall situation. The Saab owner 
could be getting a "defective" replace- 
ment part and not know it. — Ronald P.

Your encounter is a good 
reminder that we live in an imperfect 
world, especially where our cars are 
concerned.

Qj Back in April 1 started a job with the {name withheld) 
company. It was a job 1 liked, and started to make friends 
almost immediately. On my third week with the company, a 
friend of mine out of state become ill and 1 ofTcrcd to go and 
help care for her. I told the company that 1 needed a leave of 
absence for personal reasons and they told me to give them a 
call when I get back in town. Well, 1 returned six weeks later 
and contacted ihcm, informing them that 1 was ready to come 
back to work. They responded by telling me that I no longer 
had a job with them. They told me to call when I returned 
and now will not give mc my job back. They claim that I 
walked off and abandoned my job aller 13 days of employ- 
ment. They have also informed mc that I am ineligible for 
Unemployment Compensation. I thought that a company had 
to comply with the new taw stating that an employee is eli- 
gible for leave of absence to care for a sick person or new- 
bom. What's the story? H.V. - Libertyvitle 

A: Dear H.V. Unfortunately for you, your former employer 
is 100% correct in his actions. Tlic words "call us when you 
get back in town" do not translate into "your job is here for 
you when you return". He has a business to run with or with- 
out you. Leaving your employment to care for a sick friend 
was strictly your decision and holds nothing in your favor 
after 13 days of employment. One is not eligible for unem- 
ployment benefits in this situation, either. Let mc help set the 
laws on medical leave straight end get you back on the road 
to employment. 

Businesses within the U.S. who employ 50 or more per- 
sons must provide up to 12 weeks of unpaid leave if the fol- 
lowing srtuations occur. 1 : The birth of an employee's child, 
or the placement of a child within the employee's home 
cither foster or adopted. 2: To take care of one's self, spouse' 
parent, or child with a serious health condition. Keep in mind 
that an employer must guarantee the employee to return lo a 
position equivalent to the one tlicy had before the leave 
There are crilcrias, however, for an employee to be cliciblc 
for this leave". They must be employed with the company 
for^no less than 12 months and have worked a minimum of 
1250 hours before the "leave" takes place. While this law is 
scheduled to go into effect, there arc provisions which may 
yet be made to strengthen the employer's ability to rcculale 
this. The Family & Medical Uavc Act of 1993 is what it is

When IMC Global Inc. moves its five busi- 
ness units to a location near Rtes. 22 and 43 in 
Bannockbum, It will be a logical transition, 
said Tom Pasztor, director of communica- 
tions at the company headquarters in 
Northbrook. The company merged with The 
Vigoro Corporation March 1, the first step in a 
number of changes. 

"In conjunction with merging the two 
organizations, management made a strategic 
decision diat inaddition to merging the two. 
companies, they y/ould decentralize the com- 
pany into five business units," he explained. 
"It would give each one greater accountabili- 
ty, and an opportunity to grow and be a stand- 
alone business entity." 

The business units Include: IMC-Agrico, 
producing phosphate fertilizer; the potash 
division; animal feed ingredients, which was 
acquired in' 1995; FARMARKET®, Rainbow 



and nitrogen products, which encompass 
retail and wholesale agricultural operations; 
consumer and professional products from 
Vigoro for both personal and industrial appli- 
cations. 

The selection of Bannockbum was' based 
on the location, cost and suitability for the 
company's space requirements, said Pasztor. 
Much of the 75,000-square-foot building is 
"under construction" and the floors are being 



"reworked." The Mundelein facility will be 
closed, and about 200 employees will make 
the move to the new office. 

About 125 positions were eliminated by 
the reorganization.
